yernora real position, or from the respect 
dno to his office ; but it does derogate From 
the prerogative of the Sovereign, as it places 
another in the Guvercign’s stead, mithout 
warrant.

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LIGHTNING RODS, 


The cerductor must be enlarged whore ik 
comot inte communication with the ground, 
It ta not enough, a8 is too commonly concoiv- 
od. that the rod shall be thrust a few inohcs 
into tho oarth. It must be catried a 
considerable distance into the soil, 
and = muat be pluced everywhore in the 
mostintimate conncetion withit, ‘Thiamust 
on no account be lost sight of. A lightning- 
rod with an insufficient earth contact is not 
only useless, but dangerous in au extreme 
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degree, and the more ample ils own dimen- 
sione, tho more imminent the danger, if 
there be an obstructed outlat beneath; the 
more likely to load incidentally to that 
overflow of the devastating electric fire 
whieh it is itsintended function to prevent. 
Tt is vot possible to insist too vehemently 
upon this, becauso mistake, or oversight, 
| in this particular ia_a more frequent source 
of injury by lightning than any’ other cir- 
cunistance that ig enoountered. In nearly 
overy case where damage has occurred to 
buildings that have hadlightning-conductora 
atiached to them, it has boen found that the 
mischiof can be traced to this cause—op 
overf w bronght about by impeded outlet 
to the warth. When a lightning rod of ample 
capacity, and of anfficient earth-outlot, re- 
ceives a stroke pf lightuing, the discharge 
passes down itin the form of a gentle 
stream which bas not tho alightest inchina- 
tion to burat outanywhere, A living poraon 
might stand close to the rod at the 
time of tho discharge without incurring any 
risk, But if the sime stroke were falling 
upon a rod with insufficient ourlet to the 
earth, being thereby impeded in ite flow, it 
would pass bultingly along, and with o 
constant inclination to burst ont Jatorally 
by tho way, so that any one standing ip 
clo o neighbourhood to the rod at tho time of 
the discharge would bo in imminent danger 
of reovivingsome portion of it through bim- 
self, As an absolute matter uf fact, whoa 
a stroke of lightning passcs to the earth 
through a building furnished with a condnc- 
tor, it doea not quite confina itself to the 
open path, It avails itself of all the eub- 
gances that liv in the direation of its track, 
Bat it distributes itself among thom in pro- 
portion ta Lhe fac lity with which it can 
muako ita wey. Very much tho largest part 
gous by tha ensiest route. With a large 
condactor of ample earth-contact yory uearly 
the whole of the discharye passes harmlo:sly 
through its easy line, so thut only a very 
minuto, and quite unimportant, portion ip 
loft to travorse the more difficult and nadis- 
tarbod route.--Seience for AN.
